revocable permits issued by the 
Board of Public Service 


Tax on Utilities. 

The city levies a tax of 5 per 
cent of gross revenues on the elec- 
tric, telephone, gas and bus utili- 
ties and on the St. Louis Refrig- 
erating & Cold Storage Co. for 
refrigerating lines in certain 
streets. It also imposes a com- 
bined gross receipts tax and 
charge of 1 mill per passenger on 
the street car business, intended 
to approximate a 5 per cent total.

MONG other things that the 

war has changed is midget 

auto racing. This ig not, as the 
uninitfated might assume, auto 
racing in which midgets compete 
with one another, but auto racing 
in which men with a seeming total 
disregard for life and limb tear 
around small tracks in midget 
racing cars at a speed which is 
anything but inducive to longevity. 

Two things have happened to 
midget auto racing gince the war. 
It has become respectable, and it 
has moved into big business, not 
only as a spectator sport, but 
from the standpoint of manufac- 
turing. 

Regarding the first change, up 
until a little more than a year 
ago it was’a sort of wildcat sport, 
not very well organized and with 
little or no regulation covering 
tracks, drivers or their equip- 
ment. In 1946, however, when post- 
war racing showed every evidence 
of reaching boom proportions, an 
association was formed, composed 
of track owners and operators, 
and at the request of the associa- 
tion, the American Automobile As- 
iation took over. 

The AAA is the equivalent in 
i1uto racing to Happy Chandler in 
A special branch of thre 

called the Contest Board, 
been set up. This board li- 
eenses all officials, scores and 
times the races, decides the win- 
ners and supervises the distribu- 
tion of prizes. 

The tracks are geographically 
divided into associations. The

By Leonard Hall 


OWN below the south alfalfa field, our creek divides into 

two channels. One cuts straight through the big grave! 

bar and was pushed out this apring by Isaiah Wright's 

bull-dozer, to prevent the stream from flooding the fields dur- 
ing a rise. 

The other meanders off to 
the side, flowing with little 
current except when the 
creek is high, yet finding its 
way through a tangie of 
fallen trees and along a high 
clay bank to provide a fine 
hiding place for sunfish and 
basa. 

It might be possible to 
stand on the high bank, hid- 
den by foliage, and float a 
minnow into these pools and 
runs, but for the fly fisher- 
man each cast offers a dif- 
ficult problem.

America’s Difficulties Laid to Linguistics, 


Faulty Research—Tons of Material Avail- 
able—Translators Being Trained. 


By CLARKE BEACH 

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
Despite the so-called Iron Curtain, 
tons of printed matter on Russian 
scientific and industrial activities 
are being imported into this coun- 
trv. 

Soviet presses pour out hun- 
dreds of magazines, newspapers 
and reports covering an enormous 
range of subjects. A few copies 
of nearly all of interest to us find 
their way to some Government or 
private library. 


It isn’t propaganda for foreign 


consumption. It’s the same stuff 
which is distributed to Soviet ad- 
ministrators and specialists. | 

Russian language specialists 
here say that anoy American who 
can read Russian can learn prac- 
tically as much about the U.SS.R. 
as any well placed official in Rus- 
sia outside the Kremlin. 

Of course, we are not receiving 
any top secret material, and no 
Russian publication contains na- 
tional production fignres or infor- 
mation of direct military value. 

Linguistic Difficulties. 

Trained statisticians say they 
take what information is supplied 
put the pieces together and come 
out with a fairly clear picture of 
what is happening the Sov 
Union.

ROWING wild and in profusion over most of Missouri, 
the blackberry makes a useful incidental crop for 
many farm families. In the Ozarks it is so plentiful 

that pickers working between regular chores make as much 
as $8 a day during the July weeks when the berries are 
ripening. In a half-dozen Southwest Missouri counties, the 
part of the blackberry crop sold to canneries usually brings 
the pickers around $500,000. 

Women and children do most of the harvesting. Fence- 
corners, pastures and woodland trails are the hunting 
grounds, and the fruit is there for the picking. Besides 
gaining supplemental income from cannery sales that help 
pay for school books and clothing, most families put up 
quantities of the berries for home use. 

A large part of the Missouri crop is processed at 
Thompson Canning Company at West Pins, in Howell 
County, largest cannery in the Missouri Ozarks for fruit 
and berries. There the berries are fresh-frozen in 25-pound 
cans or cooked in smaller containers; most of them go to 
commercial users. 

Many blackberry species are ancient hybrids that 
were originated in the ice age and preserved unchanged 
by the plant’s unusual characteristic of reproducing itself 
true to seed. Controlled hybridization has produced the 
Young, Logan, Boysen and other varieties of immense size 
and superior flavor.

HOT or cold fruit soup, served at. the be- 
ginning or end of dinner, is a distinct inno- 
vation in America. In Sweden, where the 

soup is popular, it often takes the place of dessert 
and uses fruits that are in season. Since dried 
fruit is more plentiful in Sweden than fresh fruit, 
apricots, prunes and raisins are generally used. 
In preparing mixed fruit soup Miss Alice 
Nyblom, a St. Louisan born in Sweden, selects 
three or four kinds of fresh fruits and adds to 
these dried apricots and raisins. The fruit is 
prepared by stoning and quartering peaches and 
plums but leaving cherries unpitted for better 


flavor. Prepared fruit is put to simmer with 
sugar and stick cinnamon. When the fruit is 
tender, cinnamon is removed and blended po- 
tato flour, or cornstarch, and water are added. 
Soup is returned to fire to cook for an additional 
five minutes or until it has thickened slightly. 
It is then set aside and served cold or chilled. 

INGREDIENTS: Two quarts fresh mixed 
fruits, handful dried apricots, two tablespoons 
raisins, two quarts water, one cup sugar, one 
stick cinnamon, two to three tablespoons potato 
flour or cornstarch moistened with one-fourth cup 
cold water. This serves eight persons.
